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1. This Petition for Rule Making proposes the Federal Communications 
Commission’s (Commission) database of Amateur Radio Service grantees 
(licensees) shall be compared with the Social Security Administration’s list of 
decedents for the purpose of identifying deceased Amateur Radio Service grant 
holders (licensees) in the appropriate Commission database. 

2. The purpose of this Petition for Rule Making is to: 

A. To allow the database of Amateur Radio Service licensees to accurately 
reflect a timely headcount of viable Amateur Radio grant holders. 

B. To reduce administrative and clerical tasks owning to the smaller 
database of Amateur Radio Service grant holders. 

C. Ensure that the decedent’s Amateur Radio Service grant is not 
appropriated. 

3. Petition for Rule Making protocol: 

A. In an instance where the decedent’s name and social security number 
are identical to the information contained in the Social Security 
Administration’s database of reported deaths, the decedent’s Amateur 
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Radio Service grant shall be cancelled and the reason be noted as 
“deceased” and no timely notice shall issue. 
B. If the Social Security number of the Amateur Radio Service grantee on 
file with the Commission matches the Social Security number in the 
Social Security Administration’s database of reported deaths, but the 
name is different, timely notice shall issue to the presumably deceased 
Amateur Radio Service grantee at his last known address of record on 
file with the Commission. The letter shall request supporting 
documentation to resolve this discrepancy. In instances where there is 
no reply (to the Commission’s letter) at the end of the requested time 
frame, the grant of the presumably deceased Amateur Radio Service 
grantee shall be cancelled and the reason noted as “failed to respond to 
Commission inquiry.” 
I respectfully request the Commission adopt the items contained in this Petition for 
Rule Making.
